To his surprise only the blow- 
pipe arrived. There were no darts, 
andcorrespondence passed between 
the local and the London post 
offices. ; 

It was found that the T.ondon 
Customs opened the package and 
discovered that the points of the 
darts were smeared with 23 
suspicious-loaking substance, aod 
that an accompanying note warned 
all who handled them that the 
darts were poisonous. 

The London authorities would 
not allow them to be sent through | 
the inland post, but forwarded a 
voucher which gave authority to a 
special messenger personally to 
receive the darts and take them to 
their destination. This was the 
explanation of the msn’s visit to 
Mount Pleasant. 

Examitation of the darts showed 
that’ they. were coated at the tip 
with a .purple coloured poison, the 
‘chief ingredient of which is an 
extract from the deadly Upas tree. 

One prick would cause a man to 
die an,agonising death within half 
an hour.
